Sage Chapel—Northfield Seminary 


Northfield Summer Conferences 
founded by D. L. Moody in 1881 be- 
gan its first sessions Tuesday with 
the coming of nearly 500 girls from 
the leading eastern schools and 
churches to attend the 30th North- 
field Girls’ Conference, which will 
continue until July 1st. 


Representations are present from 
Dobbs Ferry School, Dobbs, Ferry, 
N. Y. ;Abbott Academy, Andover, 
Mass.; Northfield Seminary, Emma 
Willard, Troy, N. Y.; Farmington, 
Conn., and Westover School. Church 
delegations have arrived from vari- 
ous cities in New Jersey, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Boston, Rochester, Buffalo 
and New York. 

Miss Frances Phraner of Summit, 
N. J., is the chairman, and Miss Bea- 
trice Burr of New York City is the 
secretary. The aim of the conference 
is to discover the place of Christ in 
life, to study the Bible with an open 
mind, to experience the real meaning 
and power of prayer, to apply the 
principles of Christ to the problems of 
the world, and to join with others in 
the quest for life’s fullest meaning. 

Classes begin each morning at 9.00 
in Sage chapel, where Dr. Paul E. 
*Scherer, pastor of the Holy Trinity 
Lutheran Church, New York, will ad- 
dres the conference on “Essential Be- 
liefs.’”” The following hour there will 
be Bible Study classes led by Mrs. 
Robert Russell, Larchmont, N. Y., 
Rev. George Irving, National Council 
of the Y. M. C. 4, the Rev. Guthrie 
Speers, Brown Memorial Church, Bal- 
timore, Md., the Rev. Wilhelmus Bry- 
an, of Princeton, the Rev. C. Leslie 
Glenn of Christ Church, Cambridge, 
Mass., the Rev. Harold Nicely, of 
East Orange, N. J., the Rev. eo- 
dore Speers of Utica, N. ¥., the Rev.

Destroys LaBelle Property 
Brattleboro Called} 


Early last Saturday morning when 
the big freight train came thunder 
ing down the tracks of the Central 
Vermont R. R., the engine crew saw 
smoke ahead as they approached the 
South Vernon freight station and 
gave an alarm of fire which proved 
to be in the large old mill owned by 
Mr. L. Labelle and used somewhat for 
storage of furniture and miscella- 


neighbors aroused Mr. and Mrs. La- 
belle and w was immediately 
phoned to the Northfield Fire depart- 
ment. The mill was burning fiercely 
and the wind began to change and 
the chemical tanks proved of little 
Value in staying the flames. The blaze 
was threatening and word to Brattle- 
boro brought promptly to the scene 
Engine No. 3 from Elliott Street with 
its crew of five men. Meanwhile the 
large residence of Mr. Labelle had 
caught fire and the roofs of the res- 
idences of Mrs. Adams and Mr. 
George across the ravine caught fire. 
Engine Co. 3 backed down the rail- 
road yard and began pumping from 
the tank of the large engine of the 
freight which in turn received its wa- 
ter from the railroad water tank. A 
heavy stream was thrown on the La- 
Belle residence but too late to save 
it from total destruction. The in- 
cipient fires on all other buildings 
were put out without serious damage. 
Neighbors saved most of the furnish- 
ings of the LaBelle residence. The 
railroad yard was completely blocked 
and freight and passenger trains were 
held up during the progress of the 
fire. The furniture stored in the mill 
is a total loss and there was no in- 
surance on the old mill The resi- 
dence was only partially insured and 
the loss is therefore a very heavy one 
for Mr. LaBelle. The market and 
store was severely scorched but the 
large refrigerator and stock were not 
damaged. Telephone and light wires 
were down but promptly cared for by 
the linemen. 

It is fortunate indeed that a heavy 
wind was not blowing for then noth- 
ing would have saved from the disas- 
trous flame, the other large buildings 
near by. Many large and beautiful 
trees on the banks of the ravine near 
the mill were destroyed. Firemen 
and neighbors all worked hard to lend 
their assistance and traffic on the 
road at South Vernon was difficult 
because of the large number of cars.
